Becaufe I fhew’d them 
fome greater Sins, of which they are Noto- 
rioufly Guilty, and Objftinatly fo, becaufe they 
make Gain of them, which they Call God- 
linefss They Rob God and the King, yet 
know no fuch Sins as Sacrilege or Rebellion. 
Who ever héard them Preach-upon either 
of thefe Subjects, unlefs to Defend them, to 
Palliat and Excufe them? Therefore they 
onght to be Told of them fometimes, to 
Rouze them from their Security under the 
Greateft of Sins. 


(2.) But are not thefe Sins CARNAL? 
The Apojfile Reproving the Corinthians tor 
their Schifm, fays, Are ye not CARNAL? 
And Idolatry, Witch-Craft, Hatred, Variance, 
Ewulations, Wrath, Strife, and Séditions, are 
Reckon’d among the IVorks of the Ficfb, as 
well as Adultery or Uncileanefs, in the 5th. 
of the Galatians.

( 4.) Witch-Craft is a Spiritual Adultery, 
and the Carnal commonly Accompanies it. 
And Rebellion is call’d WitcheCraft. And it. 
is Particularly Remarkable of Presbytery, That 
it never came yet into any Country npon 
the Face of the Earth but by Rebedion. That 
Mark lies upon it. 

This is the Reafon I have Endeavour’d 
to Point out Rebellion to them as a Sa, 
becaufe it Grows up with them, and they 
have Infected thefe Nations Horribly with it, 
and Ruind them by it, within the Ad<emory 
of Man, 


t<.. It is they have Begot the Whiggs. 
For a Whigg is a Diffenter, without his Re- 
ligion, but Retains his *Principles as to Go- 
vernment. Therefor they are Dear Brethern. 
And the Diffenter over-looks the Atheifm and 
Im- Morality of the Whigg, becaufe he is 
ufeful to him in carrying on his Rebellion, 
Yet Rails at Im- Morality in Church-Aden.

| wou’d not Defire to Difpleafe any Body ; 
but one fhou’d not be fo afraid of Ds/- 
pleafing another, as to forbear to Reprove 
him, when he was doing Wickedly, Efpeci- 
ally when he was Tempting and Debanching 
others all that he Cou’d, to both his and 
their Deffruétion, and even of the whole 
Nation; This is the Sin of . Rebellion | 
ave all this time been Battling. It is fet 
up and Defended by Principles, and in Print, 
and difpers’d Weekly all over the Kingdom. 
This is both a Challenge, and a Vindication 
of any who hall fec himfelf to oppofe it. 
And it was for this that I defir’d the 
Afiftance of our Religious Societies, and the 
Secietes for Reformation of Alanners, And 
Propos’d that a Seciety might be fet up 
tor Reformation of Principles, who might 
Study this Point, and other falfe Principles 
that are fet up among us, and threaten 
our Deffruétion both of Body and Soul. 


(7-) And they bring it every Day nearer 
and nearer to us, and it looks more Terrible 
upon us. They not only Juftify Rebehion 
in the general, and the Coercing of all 
Kings or Queens, but they bring it as 
near Her prefent Atajeffy, as they dare, or 
can poflibly without directly Naming Her. 
They fall foul upon Her whole Royal Family, 
and Reprefent ic in the moft Odious man- 
ner to the People. And that it is not fit 
any of that Family fhou’d ever wear the 
Crown in England. Which ftrikes not-only 
at her Adajeffy, but. at the Princefs Sophia, 
and all .of that Royal Family upon whom 
the Crown is Entasl’d. 


(8.) The Review of the 12th. O&. laft, 
Vol. 3. N. 122. p- 486. Speaking of the 
Scots coming into the Succeffion, and An- 
fwering the Objection, as if they Defign’d 
Recalling the Race of King FAMES, as he 
words it, fays thus, Can any but Mad-Men, 
any but Men bereav’d of their Political Un- 
derflanding, gue/s that they wou'd Re-Eftablifh 
Tyranny, and Reftore the .Line of all the 
World fam’d for Blood, and that have Ravag’d 
the beft Families of the Kingdom.

Rehearf, He fixes his Inffance in one of 
the moft “Merciful Reigns, ever England or 
Scotland had, that is, the Reign of K. Char. 
2. He fays, Ler fuch a Adan (that is, who 
thinks the Scots fo Adad as to Settle the 
Crown upon any of the Family of the Stuarts) 
but go inte Scotland, and enquire, what Re- 
membrance the People there gufily Entertain of 
the Crueleies and Barbarities ef fome of that 
Family, upon the poor Subjetts of that King. 
dom? Let them enquire of the Families and 
Pofterity of 18009 Scots, who have Dy'd by 
the Eiand of the Hangman, or the Soldiery, in 
Defiance of the Laws, and in Deftruétion of the 
Liberties of that Kingdom, and then let them 
ask, if they think the SCOTS Mad?

And there fome 
of them Dy’d by the Soldiery in the Field.

Murders and Treafons. But Many, Many of 
them were Spar’d, and even Courted to Pardon, 
to Hateh New Rellellions, and to Blacken that 
King as a Tyrant, who wou’d not put an End 
to their Wickedue/s.
